no doubt that the rich give of their 
abundance. 
There is scarcely a 


rich man or rich family in New 
York who is not a donor to the 
public charities. Among the most 
conspicuous of the givers are the 
richest. The Vanderbilts, the As- 
tors, the Coopers, the Morgans, tbe 
Roosevelte are all great givers and 
these benefactions are not confined 
to New York, hut extend all over 
tho country. The list of contribu- 
tors to the 
great 
New York 


fund for doing good is not confined 
to any church or religion or race or 
nationality. --The rich Protestant 
and the rich Catholic and the rich 
Jew are all given. The Stuarts 
and the Graces and the Stnuinonn 
dispose of their thousands and their 
millions for the benefit of the poor 
and helpless. The old Dutch fam- 
ilies, the Rhinelanders, the German 
Ottendorfers, the Italian Fabbri* 
stand in the list with all the com- 
mon American names. 


The "widow and the fatherless" 


are especially commended in the 


man who found* a charitable 
tution usually provides for its main- 
tenance. It is not an uncommon 
circumstance for a wealthy New 
Yorker, after giving half a million 
or a million dollars to a charity, to 
continue to give from $30,000 to 
$50,000 a year to keep it going. 


It must be remembered that the 


enormous sums here mentioned are 
contributed by individuals for what 
are in a sense private charities and 
are exclusive of the millions raised 
by taxation for the support of pub- 
lic institutions as schools, hospitals, 
asylums and the like. The giver of 
hia own means in accordance with 
his own ideas of charity is also a 
taxpayer. While the case of New 
York city is alone cited here, the 
same is true of all our large cities. 
From the resources of the rich and 
fortunate flows as from a fountain 
a deep and conthmous stream, for 
the benefit of the poor and unfortu- 
nate. 


It would appear that a knowledge 


of the situation would inspire a 
kindly feeling between the rich and 
the poor, would improve Che strained 
relations which, it is -said, exist be- 
tween them. If tbe rich man is 
growing richer, it is certain that he 
gives more and more a larger per 
centage every year to the needy and 
deficient classes of every name and 
nature. Whether this fact is appre- 
ciated or even known happily makes 
no difference to the •beneficiaries. 
The hungry are fed, the naked ^are 
clothed, the houseless are sheltered, 
the ignorant are taught, the blind, 
the deaf and dumb, the hopelessly 
diseased 
in mind or body are 


watched and cared for till the end. 
The aged and helpless are taken in 
out of the world's cold storm, and 
still the tide of benevolence come* 
in, rising as it comes.

PARIS, Aug. 3 —According to a 


dispatch received here today from 
Constantinople a division of the 
Turkish fleet has been ordered to 
sail for Canaa, Island of Crete.
